Federal health officials have sent a team 
of investigators into Missouri and pro­ 
mised emergency supplies of swine flu 
vaccine following the announcement that 
a western Missouri man contracted but 
recovered from the swine flu 


Both state and federal officials said, 
however, there is no reason to believe the 
isolated case signals the start of an 
epidemic 


Dr [f Denny Donnell, head of the state 
Health Division s medical section, said 
today three epidemiologists from the 
federal Center tor Disease Control in 


Atlanta were in the ('oncordia. Mo . area 
conducting their own investigation of cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the swine flu 
case confirmed there 
“ They are going to continue the in­ 
vestigation in Concordia attempting to 
learn more about the possible source of 
this man's illness and determine whether 
or not there has been any spread to other 
people," Donnell said He speculated the 
federal health investigators, who are 
working with state health officials, will 
be in the Lafayette County area for 
several days.

“ flu-like illness " in mid-October and 
missed work for a few days but was not 
hospitalized He said blood studies taken 
during the acute stage of the illness con 
firmed it as sw ine flu 
The patient had not had a swine flu 
vaccination prior to contracting the 
disease but got one after recovering, 
although It was before he found out that 
he had had the sw me flu. Donnell said 
Donnell said preliminary investigation 
by state health officials, based on blood 
samples taken from about 20 other per­ 
sons in the community, indicated the 
disease had not spread.

counsel of the House committee on 
assassinations said today it is "most 
unusual" that authorities did not get a 
full confession from Jam es Earl Hay in 
return for accepting his guilty plea in the 
slaying of Dr Martin Luther King. 
Richard A. Sprague told reporters the 
failure is “ one thing that does stand out" 
in his review of Ray's plea in the April 
1968 killing 
"When arrangements were made for 
Hay to plead guilty, the law enforcement 
agencies never made as part of their plea 
bargain that there be a full interrogation 
or full confession by Hay," Sprague 
declared 
That 
" is 
most 
unusual 
where 
somebody is pleading guilty to the 
murder of an individual and questions 


have arisen as to whether others were 
behind it," Sprague said. 
Hay pleaded guilty on March 10, 1%9, 
as part of a bargain in which prosecutors 
agreed not to seek the death penalty Hay 
was asked at 
the time: 
"Are you 
pleading guilty to murder in the first 
degree in this case because you killed Dr 
Martin Luther King“’ " 
He answered affirmatively and was 
sentenced to 99 years in prison.

elect Jim m y Carter promised Congress 
today to consult in advance on all big 
foreign policy initiatives. He sealed his 
pledge by giving Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee members the number of his 
private 
telephone 
and 
saying 
he’d 
answer it personally 
Carter offered to meet with the Senate 
panel for a full 8-to 12-hour day of discus­ 
sion and to bring with him the man he 
chooses to be his secretary of state He 
said his administration will place far 
greater importance than ever before on 
international economics. 


Carter's statements were reported by 
senators who met with him in private 
sessions They said he told them he might 
make 
informal 
Cabinet 
nominations 
before his inauguration and that one 
might be a Midwesterner with farm 
e x p erien ce 
to 
be 
s e cre ta r\ 
of 
agriculture 
The senators said Carter felt the in­ 
formal nominations would give Congress 
a head start in the confirmation process. 
In Boston, the Herald American said 
Sens. Edmund S Muskie of Maine and 
Alan Cranston of California are on a list 
of finalists Carter is considering for 


secretary of state But the senators who 
met w ith Carter said he told them he has 
made no decisions and that no one is 
authorized 
to 
speak 
for 
him 
on 
appointments. 


Muskie's press secretary. Bob Hose, 
called the newspaper report speculative 
As Carter walked from meeting to 
meeting, he paused briefly at an exhibit 
in a Capitol corridor featuring black 
members of Congress. He went from 
there to the Speakers Dining Hoorn for 
lunch with the House leadership and 
House committee chairmen. 


Carter spent 75 minutes w ith President 


Ford on Monday and said afterwards: 
"There cannot 
have 
been 
a 
better 
demonstration of unity and friendship 
and goodwill than has been shown to me 
by President Ford since the election. 
"The transition will be one which will 
be conducive to peace in our ow n nation 
and peace around the world." Carter 
said after an Oval Office conference on 
the transition to a Carter administration. 
Carter, staying at Blair House, the 
government gue^st house across Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue from the White House, 
also met with several members of Ford's 
Cabinet. 


At the Captiol on .Monday there was 
some mystery about what Carter plann­

Ind ustrial 
p ark near 
comp letion 


The Sedalia Industrial Park is nearing 
the final stage of completion. Economic 
Development 
Director James Hamm 
said Monday afternoon 
Meeting with the city's Economic 
Development Board, Hamm said the 
McDonald’s sign was removed .Monday 
afternoon by a work party from the 
Osage Outdoor Co., which has leased the 
space 
from 
the 
city. 
The 
sign's 
superstructure remains, however. 
Hamm also announced Alcolac Inc.'s 
intentions to build a 28-acre lake on the 
northeast quarter of its property at the 
Sedalia Industrial Airpark near the city 
airport just off East Highway 50 The 
manufacturer of specialty chemicals is 
currently constructing a combination 
warehouse and office complex on its 230- 
acre site 
And, in an effort to bring an increased 
industrial tax base to Sedalia, the city is 
currently exploring w ays of annexing the 
Sedalia Industrial Park, located at the 
northwest corner of Grand and Highway 
65, Hamm told the group. City Counselor 
Robert Fritz has indicated that a public 
referendum may be necessary for such a 
move, Hamm said 
In order to improve water service, 
Hamm said the city also will be applying 
for a grant from the Ozarks Regional 
Commission 
(ORC), a 
state agency 
which 
administers federal 
funds, 
to 
finance the construction of a water well 
at the park. Although the well would 
primarily serve the park, it would also be 
“ on-line” with the city's water system 
and would provide another water source 
for the city, Hamm said. 
All utilities have been installed, Hamm 
said, and the park will be completed 
when a five-inch layer of asphalt is ap­ 
plied to the access road. The work should 
be finished within one to two weeks. 
Hamm said, depending on the weather, 
Alcolac's plans for building here were 
first 
announced 
in 
late 
.September. 
Hamm said the lake will be stocked with 
fish and will have a waterfall but did not 
know if it would be open to the public. 
The lake is still in the planning stages, he 
said, 
Hamm 
said 
that the chances for 
receiving the grant from the ORC were 
small, in light of the approximately 
$20,000,000 in requests for a total of 
$2,000,000 in funds available. The well, 
which would carry a price tag of about 
$120,000, would only be partially funded 
by the grant. Hamm said. 
Also present at ‘Monday's meeting 
were three representatives of the city's 
Environmental Quality Commission. The 
EQC decided at a recent meeting to take 
a more active role in the city's economic 
policy wherever possible. Hamm said. In 
order to help the Economic Development 
Board to become more aware of en­ 
vironmental concerns, Hamm asked the 
EQC to give him a list of environmental 
criteria which the board could use while 
formulating its ow n policy. 
Hamm assured the EQC members that 
Alcolac would “ be a good neighbor" in 
■ the environmental area, and noted that 
the company planned to make their plant 
here 
a 
nation-wide 
“ model" 
of 
an 
environmentally-sound chemical plant 
Speaking ot the annexation plans, 
Hamm pointed out that most companies 
in the industrial park would benefit by 
the move The companies' higher taxes 
would be more than offset by their in­ 
creased citv services, he said 
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Members, leaders saluted

Outgoing Gov, Christopher S Rond says 
legislation should be passed to’allow the 
Department of Agriculture to use 
general tax funds solely for agricultural 
research 
‘‘This step would help assure that the 
important area of agricultural research 
receives needed increased support," the 
governor said on Monday 
Speaking to the annual Governor’s 
Conference on Agriculture here, Bond 
said such legisation would permit the 
department to contract with other in 
stitutions for research to improve food 
and fibre production in the state, 
"Effective research is the key to im­ 
proving our productive capacities in 
agriculture, and increasing production is 
essential if we are to meet the world’s 
food and fibre needs.’’ the governor told 
the meeting of several hundred farm 
leaders 
Bond said that the improved state 
financial picture should permit funding 
of agricultural research to be a top 
priority for the rest of this decade 
“ We must realize that there is often as 
much as a 20-year gap between the time 
research is initiated and the time it pro­ 
duces results.’’ Bond said. "We cannot 
let the fact that our nation is presently 
well-fed distract our attention from the 
groat need for continued agricultural 
research”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and 
Drug Administration today proposed re­ 
quiring warning labels on most aerosol 
cans containing fluorocarbons, as a 
prelude to a ban in the future. 
The proposal would affect primarily 
spray deodorants, antiperspirants. hair 
sprays, colognes and fragrances 
The spray cans would have to carry the 
legend; 
“ Warning. 
Contains a 
chlorofluorocarbon that may harm the 
public health and environment by reduc­ 
ing ozone in the upper atmosphere” 
Meanwhile, the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission on Monday took the 
first step to ban fluorocarbon aerosols, 
saying they "present an unreasonable 
risk of injury to consumers." 
The FDA claims it has regulatory 
jurisdiction over about 80 per cent of the 
fluorocarbon sprays on the U.S. market, 
or about one biflion cans a year at the 
present sales volume. 
The FDA said non-prescription drug 
sprays for bronchial and asthma and all 
prescription drug sprays would be 
exempt from the present labeling action, 
pending review of whether alternative 
gas propellants are suitable for those 
products. 
Public comments on the proposed 
warning labels will be accepted for the 
next 60 days The FDA said the proposal 
would take effect 30 days after a final 
order was published in the Federal 
Register 
"The purpose of this warning is to en­ 
courage self-restraint by consumers in 
purchasing aerosol products containing 
chlorofluorocarbons and to encourage 
them to seek alternative products,’’ said 
FDA Commissioner Alexander M 
Schmidt 
"Our goal is to reduce consumer use of 
chlorofluorocarbons in aerosols by volun­ 
tary action until such aerosols are 
phased out by mandatory regulation." he 
said 


"This action is unique and should 
represent the first of a worldwide series 
of actions by all nations to limit the 
release of chlorofluorocarbons into the 
atmosphere Given the longterm nature 
of the hazard, the way in which we are 


going about the phase-out and warning 
labels on aerosols will be to the con­ 
sumer's maximum benefit," Schmidt 
said 
Fluorocarbons are used in about half of 
all aerosol products 
.More than one 
billion cans are sold in the United States 
alone each year 
The controversy already has led some 
manufacturers to substitute hydrocar­ 
bons — considered safe by environmen­ 
talists — for fluorocarbons in spray cans 
The Consumer 
Product Safety 
Commission’s surprise action appeared 
to signal a coordinated government 
move against fluorocarbon sprays. 
The commission, whith refused in July 
1975 to ban fluorocarbon sprays, had 
been expected to let the FDA and the 
Environmental Protection Agency han­ 
dle the issue. But the commission voted 
5-0 in closed session Monday in favor of 
the ban sought by an environmental 
group, the National Resources Defense 
Council, 
The commission said it has clear 
jurisdiction over non-cosmetic products 
like household cleaners, and that it was 
ordering immediate preparation of a 
notice banning fluorocarbons from those 
items. 
It will take at least several months for 
the commission to follow the procedural 
steps to implement the ban The commis­ 
sion said it would coordinate its action 
with the FDA and the EPA 
If the EPA imposes its own ban on 
fluorocarbons "within a 
reasonable 
period of time." the commission said it 
would drop its action F^PA is considering 
such a ban 
Concern about 
fluorocarbons has 
mounted since 1974. when two University 
of California scientists. Drs Mario J 
Molina and Frank S 
Rowland, said 
computer studies indicated fluorocar­ 
bons w ere causing a chemical reaction in 
the upper atmosphere that destroys 
ozone, which helps shield the earth from 
the sun's ultraviolet radiation. 
Increased ultraviolet rays would result 
in more skin cancer cases and possible 
changes in the earth’s climate caused by 
higher temperatures, the

Academy of Sciences has reported

this 
season, saw Costello's assis­ 
tant coach, Don Nelson, pro­ 
moted to head coach 
Nelson, 36, who retired as a 
player 
after 
last 
season 
following 11 years with the 
Boston Celtics, will make his 
head coaching debut tonight at 
home against the Los Angeles 
Lakers 
Costello, the Bucks' coach 
since their inception in 1968 
and one of only five NBA 
coaches to have won 400 or 


more games, said he had con­ 
sidered quitting for several 
days. 
“ This was initiated by me 
because I sincerely feel it is in 
the best interests of everybody 
concerned. " Costello said “ 1 
want 
this 
team 
and

organization to be winners. 
Hopefully, this will help in that 
direction." 
Costello’s job first seemed 
in jeopardy when Fitzgerald, 
then a minority stockholder, 
opposed the Bucks’ June. 1975,

Winters 
and 
Junior Bridgeman 
Fitzgerald 
bought 
more 
shares in the franchise, and 
became majority shareholder 
last January. Reports surfac­ 
ed last Aprii that he wanted to 
fire Costello, but an emotional 
outpouring of public support 
for the coach forced Fitz­ 
gerald to back down Costello 
subsequently signed a new 
two-vear contract 
Costello said Monday night 
the contract has been "ter­ 
minated. settled," adding that 
meant he has been or will be 
paid for the full two years 
Embrv said he had lost 


credibility with the players 
because they 
realized that 
Fitzgerald, not Embry, now 
speaks for the organization A 
group headed by Fitzgerald 
now owns 71 per cent of the 
franchise.

“ We use a trapping, press­ 
ing defense,"

Brown 
“ We 
work extra hard trying to 
rotate two guys on the ball, in 
an effort to force turnovers 
That kind of defense is legal” 
For his efforts. Brown was 
slapped with a technical foul 
during a recent game against 
the New York Knicks. when 
officials decided his pressing 
defense 
was 
more 
like 
a 
zone— which is illegal 
The basic NBA rule on zones 
is. well, perfectly clear 
“ A zone defense is not per­ 
mitted in NBA games," Rule 
No. 12, Section I, Paragraph a. 
Official Rules of the NBA for 
1976-77, states flatly 
But then comes a three- 
paragraph note, "Any type of 
pressing defense is legal," it 
begins, “ whether it is a front- 
court press or a backcourt 
press, and by any number of 
defensive players” The final 
section of the note, however. 


says. “ When the ball has pass­ 
ed center court, no defensive 
plaver can guard an area of 
the'court instead of guarding 
an opponent ” 
Thus, a half-court press is 
legal, but only if the men away 
from 
the 
ball 
continue to 
guard specific men 
If. in­ 
stead. 
they 
guard 
general 
areas 
of 
the 
court, 
this 
becomes a zone, 
“ It’s a very hard call for of­ 
ficials lo make," said Knicks 
Coach Red Holzman, the dean

Then there are the pressing 
defenses Virtually every club 
in the league has some sort of 
pressure defense, where the 
basic idea is to have two men 
try to trap the man with the 
ball while the other three cut 
off the passing lanes 
This is where the referees 
run into problems If the men 
away from 
the ball cover 
areas of the court, it is a zone 
If they stay close enough to 
specific men, it is not 
But Holzman put all the fuss 
about zones in focus.

This also involves parent pro­ 
gramming, since the parents 
are with the children a major 
portion of the time and their 
help is needed in remedial 
development,” Garlich stated 
The Sheltered Workshop for 
retarded adults was the first 
started in Missouri, Garlich 
said. 
Some 80 people are 
employed in Sedalia and Mar­ 
shall in this program Because 
of the success of this opera­ 
tion, the local center was 
awarded a federal grant of 
$50,000 to use in helping other 
communities set up sheltered 
workshop projects,

here, 
Garlich noted that if these peo­ 
ple were in an institution the 
care cost would amount to 
about $10,000 per year for

Doctor discusses 


strokes, codeine 


Dear Reader - There is no 
limit to how many strokes a 
person can have. Repeated 
small 
strokes 
may 
cause 
symptoms of short duration 
and may or may not ¿ause any 
permanent damage. 
The small strokes are now- 
thought to Deca-used by small 
bits breaking off a clot in 
arteries in the neck. The small 
clots 
may 
tem p o rarily 
obstruct an artery in the brain 
causing transitory symptoms. 
If the small clot moves on and 
ends up in a silent unimpor­ 
tant part of the brain there 
may be no residual effects at 
all. 
A large clot can obstruct a 
major large artery to the 
brain and cause extensive 
damage or death in a very, 
short time — sometimes even 
within minutes, 
The difference is based on 
how large the artery is that is 
involved — or stated another 
way how large and important 
the area of brain is that is 
damaged for any reason. It 
also depends upon whether the 
brain damage is permanent or 
just temporary, causing poor 
function of the cells because of 
temporary swelling of the 
tissues. 
Many patients who survive 
a stroke never die from a 
stroke at all but often die from 
a heart attack The common 
forms of heart disease and 
strokes are both caused by the 
same disease of arteries — 
fatty cholesterol deposits — 
called atherosclerosis. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My ques­ 
tion is can a person have seven 
or eight strokes before death I 
heard if one has two, the third 
is fatal, and one does not know 


when these will occur until 
they happen. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — My sister 
and I disagree about the use of 
codeine, £he insists that co­ 
deine can become addictive 
and for that reason her doctor 
discontinued giving her a par­ 
ticular medication for pain 
during a recent illness. He 
said it contained codeine and 
she could become addicted to 
the drug. 
Is codeine really an ad­ 
dictive drug“? I worked in a 
pharmacy some years ago and 
I am sure I heard the phar­ 
macist say that codeine, such 
as aspirin with codeine, in 
itself was not addictive. 
Will you please settle this 
argument between us9 
D^ ar Reader — Part of the 
problem may be in the defini­ 
tion or addiction. This word is 
used so loosely both in profes­ 
sional and public use that it 
means all sorts of things to dif­ 
ferent people. 
If by addiction you mean a 
person will have discomfort 
and feel so bad when they stop 
a medicine that they will seek 
more of the medicine, it is ad­ 
dictive. If you mean sudden 
cessation of medicine may 
cause serious symptoms then 
alcohol is addictive. 
Perhaps I can help by point­ 
ing out that codeine and mor 
phine are both from opium 
Heroin also belongs to the 
group. For your benefit, since 
you worked in a pharmacy, 
they are called alkalbids of 
opium. Certainly habitual use 
of the medication can lead to 
problems, and I would agree 
that no one should be taking 
codeine regularly — except 
under the most unusual cir­ 
cumstances. (NEA)

Sm aller tobacco harvest 
expected to bring record 


WASHINGTON

tobacco 
crop, 
although smaller, is expected 
to be worth a record of about 
$2.3 billion to growers, ac­ 
cording to the Agriculture 
Department. 
Total 1976 tobacco output 
was reduced 6 per cent from 
last 
year 
through 
smaller 
federal marketing quotas and 
acreage 
allotments. 
But 
higher 
auction 
prices 
are 
making up the difference 
The 1975 all-tobacco crop 
was worth slightly less than 
this year's $2.3 billion, ac­ 
cording to USDA records. 
Flue-cured tobacco auctions 
closed 
recently 
with 
an 
average price paid of $111 a 
pound, compared with 99.8 
cents in 1975 and the previous 
record of $1.05 a pound in 1974. 
Burley tobacco auctions are 
opening this week and are ex­ 
pected to set new records, ex­ 
ceeding last year's $1.06 a 
pound and the previous high of 
almost 
$1 14 
set 
for 
1974 
burley, according to USDA 
officials 
Flue-cured tobacco is grown 
primarily in the southeast and 
is the leading kind for cigaret­ 
tes and export. Burley is the 
second largest type, with Ken­ 
tucky producing more than 
two-thirds of it. 
Robert H 
Miller of the 
departm ent’s 
Econom ic 
Research Service said that 


despite this year's smaller 
crop it still exceeds projected 
use and will mean a further 
buildup 
in 
U.S. 
tobacco 
reserves. 
"Next year's tobacco quotas 
will probably hold the crop 
size to no more than this 
season’s level,” Miller said. 
“ But cash receipts may gain 
because of higher support 
prices, as happened for the 
1976 crop ” 
Government price supports 
for tobacco are mandatory for 
growers who cooperate in the 
federal marketing quota pro­ 
grams. A legal formula tied to 
USDA's “ parity" 
index — 
which includes prices growers 
have to pay to produce the 
crop — will mean a further in­ 
crease of about 7 per cent in 
1977 tobacco price supports, 
he said 
Cigarettes take about four- 
fifths of the tobacco used in 
the United States. This year 
production is expected to total 
700 billion cigarettes, up 8 per 
cent from 1975, Miller said. 


Per capita cigarette smok­ 
ing is expected to average 
4,121 cigarettes or 207 packs of 
20 cigarettes each. That; an 
average for «ril America.. 18 
years and older and inch, jes 
non-smokers

The

does not estimate how many 
cigarettes 
are

Miller said retail cigarette 
prices this year probably will 
be up about four per cent from 
1975 “ due to increases in 
manufacturers’ prices and in 
wholesale-retail 
margins” 
charged by middlemen.

{AP) — The acting director of 
the Missouri Department of 
Mental 
Health, 
C. 
Duane 
Hensley, has been selected to 
head that agency on a perma­ 
nent basis. 
The Mental Health Commis­ 
sion announced its decision 
Monday, saying the selection 
of Hensley to succeed Dr. 
Harold Robb was unanimous. 
Hensley, who has served as 
acting director since Robb an­ 
nounced his resignation in 
mid-June, must be confirmed 
by the state Senate. 
The commission’s decision 
last summer to name Hensley 
acting director stirred some 
controversy since he is not a 
physician. 
Before the executive branch 
of 
state 
government 
was 
reorganized in 1974, state law 
required the director of th4 
Mental Health Department to 
be a medical doctor. Robb was 
a medical doctor as were his 
predecessors. 


But the law reorganizing the 
executive branch, including 
the Mental Health Depart­ 
ment, made no reference to 
qualifications for the director. 
Commission Chairman Philip 
Dodge 
sought 
an 
attorney 
general’s opinion to clarify the 
situation. 


The opinion, which carries 
no weight of law or court deci­
